President Will Talk With Attorney 


General McReynolda Plan* for

A comprehen- 
sive summary of: these bills compris- 
ing some portions, of every measure 
that has appeared on the congression- 
al horizon in that time has been pre- 
pared by the department of justice and 
is now in the hands of G. C. Todd, as- 
sistant to-attorney general, in charge 
of trust prosecution.- When Mr: Todd 
has gone into the subject of trust leg- 
islation' thoroughly the digest of his 
bills will:be turned over to the attor- 
ney general and by the time the presi- 
dent returns his-principle: law advisor 
will be ready to give his opinion. 
Although, McReynolds .has. not 
authorized a statement of his position 
on the so-called trust legislation, it is 
pretty ,:well understood in -Washington 
that he is satisfied with the" Sherman 
law about as it now stands on the 
statute- books and is not anxious to 
see it amended in any particular un- 
less it b,e along the line 'of ;suits 
In restraint of trade. 
Some of his

CATTLE SHARKS FIGHT 


ATTEMPT IN ILLINOIS 


^ TO ERADICATE DISEASE 


[Sr-ECIAt, TO THE OAZETTB.J 


Madison, "\yis-, Jan. 7.—The Illinois 
fight on "eugenic" cattle, centering in 
the Elgin district, is branded by State 
Veterinarian O. H. Eliason of Wiscon- 
sin, as a movement of "cattle sharks" 
•who he declares have been largely re- 
sponsible for Illinois' position as .the 
last to invoke the law against diseased 
animals, governor Dunne recently is- 
sued a proclamation barring importa- 
tions of infected cattle. Cattle buyers 
around Elgin now are reported to be 
raising $20,000 to fight the new regula- 
tion. 


"The proposed fight by cattle deal- 
ers of Illinois upon the proclamation 
of Governor Dunne barring dairy cat- 
tle not tiibercular-tested," ..oaid Dr. 
Eliason, "is not surprising to those 
who know the men who for years have 


had their own way in the selling of 
diseased cattle. The governor's pro- 
clamation was the result of efforts on 
the part of the honest cattle breeders 
to redeem their state from the grasp 
of a few moneyed cattle sharks who 
have made a business of dealing in 
cattle suspected of being tuberculous. 
During the last six months several of 
the western states have issued pro- 
clamations against Illinois cattle not 
inspected by a federal inspector."

URGES NEW METHOD 


FOR CHEESEMAKERS 


University Professor Shows Five Per 


Cent Increase in Production From 


Pasteurized Milk. 


[SPECIAL TO THE GAZETTS-1 


Milwaukee. Wis.-, Jan. 7.—Before the 
Wisconsin C'heesemakers' association 
liere this afternoon. Dr. J. L. Sammis 
of the University of Wisconsin relat- 
ed results o£ experiments conducted 
jointly by the dairy department at the 
university and the dairy division of 
the U. S. department of agriculture 
during the four sessions from 1910 to 
1013 to find out how to make cheese 
of the Chadder type from pasteurized 
milk. About 30.000 pounds of cheese 
have been 
made from pasteurized 
milk by this method and sold in small 
lots to wholesale and retail dealers 
from New York to San Francisco. To 
try the process on different milk sup- 
plies, the pasteurizer and other special 
outfits required were transferred from 
.Madison to cheese factories at Spring 
Green. De" Forest. Sheboygan Falls 
and Waldo, in succession, at which 
places pasteurized milk cheese was 
made from part of the milk daily by 
A. T. Brahn of Madison, secretary of 
the cheesemakers' association. 
The 
rest of the milk was made up in the 
regular way bv the regular factorv 
cheesemaker. 
P Sammis reported that during the 


„ th.^e years of trial the exact yield of 
" cheese obtained each dav from pas- 
teurized milk and from raw milk was 
carefully determined by weighing the 
milk and the cheese daily, and that 
the increased yield of cheese obtained 
more than pays the cost of the pro- 
cess. This gain averaged over five 
per cent, or more than five pounds oxl 
tra cheese from 1,000 pounds of milk. 
"The 
manufacture of pasteurized 
cheese pays 
for itself in increased 
yield." said Dr. Sammis, "and should 
not cause any increase in the price 
which the consumer pays for the pro- 
duct."
